DECLARATION OF INDEPEND. 
ENCE. 

Drawn up by a Gentleman of Galena. 

“ Eclesiastes said that all is vanity ,— 
Most modern Preachers say the same, or

By their examples of true Christianity.”

Wury, in the course of conscientious e- 
vents, it becomes necessary for one class of 
people to dissolve the religious chains with 
which they have been bound by another,and 
to assume among their fellow citizens, that 
equal station to which our republican Jaws 
of justice, entitle them, a decent respect to 
public opinion requires that they should de- 
clare the causes which impel them to the 
separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are created equal; that they 
are endowed by nature, with certain una- 
lienable rights; that ae these are life, 
liberty, and the free exercise and expression 
of their opinions on religion. That to se- 
cure thesé rights, our Fathers shec their 
blood, and established our political consti- 
tution—that, whenever a part of society at- 
tempts to subvert these ends, it is the right 
of the oppressed to revolt from under such 
usurpations, and to establish a system of 
conscientious Jiberty, for the dissemination 
of useful knowledge which shall to them 
scem most likely to secure to themselves, 
and their posterity, the blessings of a Re- 
publican Government.
